Dom Pedro Invited to Visit Windmr 
Castle— The Report of lllotlne; at 
Ulo Contradicted. 



AVashinoton, Nov. 20. — Up to a 
late hour to-night no adviccH hiiil been 
received either at the state ilo))ai tinont 
or at Uie liraziliaii legation from Rio 
lie Janeiro regarding tho situation of nf- 
fairs there. Do Valcnte, Braziliun min- 
ister, and his colleagues, De Mendonica 
Hud .Senor Pereira, delegatos to the iu- 
leniational Ainorican congreas, did not 
partieiimte in the pi-occediiigs of tlio 
conference to day, but are waiting for 
in.stiuetioiis from tho new f;oveniniuiit 
in HiH/.il. Minister Valeiite regards tin- 
view of the doiniiiaiit republicans as aia 
forth in tlieir manifesto as iiio.st reason- 
able in all respecta, and a« Uiey 
have assumed all of the obligaliona 
and debts of tlie eni()'i'e and luive 
guaiaiiteed the fullest ineaaiire of pro- 
tection and personal libi;rly to the citi- 
zens of other nations, residing in Brazil, 
us well as security to their inteie.st.'i, hu 
cannot see any e.xouae for diBatiHfaetion 
ii broad at the recent change. He thinka 
a constitutional conventioti inusl l)e aa- 
suinbled in Brazil very soon. Tlie 
boundaries or represeiitatiou of the vjiri- 
ouH provinces will have to bo readjusted 
and the seyato roconatructed. The 
abolition of the senate as tho lirst act 
of the revolutionists, Dr. Valeiito 
thiuks has been inisiindcrslood as 
tending toward (leHpotisin, when, 
as a mutter of fact, it was a. lihorul 
movement, us will bo understood wlien 
it i.a generally known that the senators 
under the old reKiino were elected for 
life, and it has lieeii asserted ilid not 
always continue to rellect the views of 
their constituents. The iniiiiBter also 
looks forward to the extension of tlic 
right of ^, luffrage by the constitutional 
convention^ At preient, in addition 
to tlie ordinary requirements of age, 
citizenship, etc., tlie voter must 
be possessed of an income of not less 
than $200 per annum. , This reauire- 
inenthas taen liborally constmed, vet 
there is a deniund for Its abolition be- 
cause of the mixed character of. the 
population of IBnuiL . The minister be- 
lieves that it woiQd hardly be wise to 
have unrestricted suETrage at present, 
but favors the imposition of a reiiuiio- 
nient that after a period of 
four years from the adoption 
of the new constitution, voters 
must at least be able to write 
their names or read. This, he believes, 
would .stiinuhite popular e<luca.tion and 
cause the unedueateil people to avail 
themselves of llie free selioola, wliich al- 
ready aljuund in Brazil- Altogetlier Dr. 
V'aliMite takes a very hopeful view of 
the sitnalion. It is not, he says, a dis- 
trnction of the building, but rather a 
renovation of tlie edifice.

Morley on the irlilt Qaeslion.

Hra. rariieli'ti Voynty. 

London, Nov. 20. — Parnell'a confessed 
ignorance of his mother's condition has 
created a bad impression generally, and 
the toriea are making full use of the opin- 
ion thus created in their warfare against 
him. Ordinarily an explanation of tho 
matter vouolisafeil by the Irish leader 
would be acceptcil as couolusive, but in 
Ihe circuniatance of the lady's pressing 
need having become a mutter of public 
notoriety before Mr. Parnell was aware 
of her condition, according to reports, 
it is held that a clear ca&e of unlilial 
conduct ami indifference is cstublished 
against him. This is the tory view; 
but the rest of the Irish leader's friends 
and sympathisers are disposed to enter- 
tain a more charitable opinion and ac- 
cept his statement liberally.

It must be clear'to everyono that the 
man who represents the people must, to 
do his duty at all effectively, know tho 
people.

Kvery district lias its own 
peculiar needs. Mutters wliich are of 
great importuuce tu its iiihabitauta arc 
scarcely ever heard of, and, where their 
ciroum'stances are' not well kuowii, ap- 
pear to be hardly worth ijouaidering. 
But it is these little things tliut uflect 
the every day life of the people and 
have tlie most imnieJiate beiiring on 
their welfare, that are most ajjt to be 
overlooked. Tlie construction of a 
bridge or tho opening of a'fbad. in sonie 
distant part of ttiu country may not ap- 
pear to u gentleman sitting Ln his office 
in Victoria to be of much consequence, 
but hundreds of people may be greatly 
benefitted by the work being promptly 
done, or seriously inconvenienced by its 
being delayed or neglected. The com- 
fort of the people and the prosperity of 
the country in a very great measure 
depend upon a thousand and one things, 
each of apparently little importance, 
being carefully attended to. In a 
country such as this where there arc 
few municipalities' and where the general 
legislature is required to attend to all 
matters of public concern, small as well 
as great, tho more the leader of th 
Government knows about eacli district 
the better. In no way can he get 
the information ; lie needs so 
well aa by' ' personal 'observation. 
It is^not safe always to depend upon the 
repoits of individual residents. They 
Cidy be, and otten nro, interested in 
misrepresenting the position of aGTair^. 
Many, we regret to say, who have axes 
of their own to grind, do not scruple to 
make statements that aro intended 
rather to advance their own private in- 
terests than to further . the public wel 
fare. Reports are often misleading;, and 
it will not do to leave matters to be at 
tended to by subordinates. Tublic oHi 
ciala are apt to consider the department 
fir«t. The habit of thinking that the 
country was made for the department, 
and not the department for the t.oun- 
try, grows on them. One advantage of 
placing men who have Jiot been trained 
in the public service at the beads of the 
departineiita is that they have not ac- 
quired thia liabit, but coining fresh from 
the people, they lookut niiittcra relating 
lo the public from the people's point of 
view. And tho head of h dopartmenl 
will, if be is wise, take good care to 
keep in touch with tlio people. In no 
way can he do tliis better tluni by visit- 
ing all parts of the country us fre(juently 
as he can find time. The time which a 
member of the Government, and piir 
ticularly its leader, spends in going 
from ono part of tho country to tlu; 
otiicr is profitably employed. Mr. 
Rohson, for inslaiico, wc veiitiiie to iiiy 
by his trip tc^ Albenii luArned more of the 
actual condition of that part of the 
province than if he had kept on listening 
to what people said of it for throe 
years. When it is hta "duty to 
provide for tho wantu of Albcrni ho will 
now know exactly wliat to do, and lie 
will know also what viilue to place on 
the suggestions of those who undertake 
to advise him as to the needs, of Al- 
berni. As with . AlUenii so of other 
parts of the country. It is simply im- 
possible to get tho knowledge that tlie 
geiitleiiiaii entrusted With the iidiiiiiiiH 
tration of the alFairs of the province 
ought to have, by sitting in hia ofBce in 
Victoria, let liiin bo ever so diligent and 
ever so desirous' to do his duty well and 
faithfully. Tho head of a depat-tmcnt 
is not a mere clerk. Almost iniy (mo 
can do a clerk's work, l)iit it takes a 
man of jiulgmcnt and discretion, pos- 
sessing all tlic information ho can pos- 
sibly obtain, jiroperly to superintend 
the working of one of the' departments 
of the Governmont. Kiiftwing. this we 
are glad to sec tho .Leiidel'. ' of tho Gov- 
ernment taking the proper nioaiiH to 
quulify himself properly tb perform- the 
duties of his high and very .responsible 
position. 

There is another iidvunlagc wliicli a 
public mull gains by visiting the parts 
of the country distant from the capital 
which should-not bo lout sight of. He 
gives the people tho oppofUlnlty of learn- 
ing by personal observation what man- 
ner of ninii he is. ■ Soiiio iiewHpapora, ns 
every one knows, are not at all i>artjoii- 
lar what they say of a jiulilio man. If 
tiiey are opposed to Iiini thoy do not 
soriiplu to represent him to tho people 
■I 4' kind of monster. - Xhey - atti'ibiite 
to him the very worst jnolivos, and they 



describe him as being u'iterly devoid of 
principle. For example, some of the peo- 
J le know toothing about Mr. Robson exr 
,«^pt f roni|what theyaoe in the Times. The 
opiuiIon«. which, these^good ptiople, ob- 
taining their infonnation from such a 
source, must form of him, all will al- 
low,, are very far indeed from being cor- 
rect. When they Bee the leader of tho 
Opyemmont and hear what he has to 
bay for himself, tiioso of^thom who are 
lu'teliigent and fair-minded find that 
the man as he is, is indeed very difl'eroiit 
from what ho is described to bo hy the 
Opposition newspapers. They will in a 
short time get clear of their' mfaconoep- 
tioiia as to his character arid .will be in a 
position to judge him fairly by his pub- 
lic acts. In justice to themselves, then, 
imblio men should go aiiioiig thcpcoiile. 

In these days, too, there is in uU free 
countries a parliament out of doors. The 
people want to hour publio-''afl&ir8; dis- 
cussed by the men who 'direct \iietn arid 
who are most conversant with them. 
'I'hoy are not satisfied with reports of 
speeches. They want to bo instructed 
by the living voice; tlioy desire to lienr 
tho men themselves, and in obedience to 
tliis demand Britain's public men who 
liavc the gift of oratory, and some who 
liave not, frequently address the people 
on the questions of tho day. They re- 
cognize the necessity of giving the peo- 
ple who have the power to choose the 
rulers of the country and to direct its 
policy, t^^inforajitfpnun^ps^^ to en- 
able them to exereise that power intelli- 
gently and for the good of the nation. 
That necessity exists here as well as in 
other. countries, and the journaliat is a 
long way behind the times who finds 
fiiult with a Leader of a Government be- 
cause ho addresses popular audiences.

A newspaper 
should havo an individuality, a record, 
a continuity, a policy, and even a man- 
ner indcpundeut of the personnel; and it 
should bo the business of the editor to 
keep these up just as much as, and in 
tho samo degree as, u Prime Minister 
maintains the homogeneity nnd reason- 
able consistency of his cabinet."

The,maH]i5pafl?S Pf ^ff? inpognito in tho 
case of leader wrf jjorSjia, I thiuk, calcu- 
lated to encoufjiifse ' frcodbm of expres- 
sion, and the treatment of subjects 
with the eonso. of ^ confideucu that one 
feels ill writing, 'a let.t^r to a friend. 
That feeling o|.^E^rR6t independence 
would be lost.if „'4>ne' were writing to a 
friend whoi wits'^Biliout to publish the 
correspoijdeipe .'ttrbi ot orbi.' " 

Mr, W. 'Smalley, .the London cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune, 
writes; 

"As to the question whether articles 
sliould bo signed, opinioiia differ widely. 
Tlioso who are in favor of anonymous 
jonriialisni contend that unsigned arti- 
cles have more iiower, as ropreaonting 
the collective opinion of men wlioso iiim 
is to do their best to enlighten the puli- 
lie, and that the author remaining un- 
known is not tempted to assort hia in- 
dividuality. In signed articles, they 
auy, tho writer is more inclined to call 
attention to himself than to discuss and 
argue dispassionately." 

It is sigiiiticeiit that the professional 
jouriiiliats whose opiniona are given in 
the Review fnvor anonymous jonrnaliam 
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commissioners ■be'(»ulie"'they are not 
politician and cannot be made poli- 
ticians. They attend to their duties 
w itiiont caring what party they please 
what party they displease. And 
those who archest able to judge say 
that they pe):fqrnt}th^iri4p;kie^:^ It 
is but reasonable/! to suppose Ithuit they 
.•ihould. A very large proportion of the 
ti^aohers are women, and nearly, if not 
|iiito one-half, the pupils are girls. 
riiiB being the case, what is more rea- 
sonable tlian having capable women on 
the school boaTd.£.^]ja^^n|;land, as soon 
ns the school boaraawere made elective, 
M-oinen became candidates, and they have 
been found to be zealous and elEcicnt. 
It can easily be understood how desira- 
ble it is to give intelligent, conscientious 
women a share in tho management of 
schools in which cliildrbn of both sexes are 
taugh t. It is said thdt the women teachers 
of New York are not at all favoriible to 
being under the supervision of women. 
The reason given for thia by some 
plain-spoken ladies and some " brutes" 
of men is that it is not so easy 
to humbug women commissioners as men 
commissioners. "When it is necessary 
to enquire into the shortcomings of 
women teachers the women coniuiisBion 
ers think of business .ind of nothing 
else, but the men are more sympathfttii 
and are apt to overlook u fault in a 
woman which they would not tolerate 
in a man. 'W'oraen, too, have more 
time to devote to the duties of their office 
than men, and as we have seenmostcaro- 
ful and conscientious in their discharge. 
A man who has a business to attend to, 
large or small, cannot afford much time 
to look after the public schools, while 
the woman who would accept the office 
would give it her almost' nndi'vided at- 
tention. It seems to' u^^,tha0he'' super- 
intendence of the education of the coirimu- 
II ty is a ditty for which women arepeou- 
laily fitted, and one in which they ought 
to have a share. The politicians of Xew 
Vork will not be able to take from the 
women their share of the management 
of the public schools.

Anonymity in journali.sm is discussed 
in the New Review for November. The 
opinions of many eminent journalists on 
tlie snbjcct are published. The greater 
iiuiiilior of those interviewed are of tho 
opinion that it is lictter that the politi- 
osil artioles of newspapers should be 
aii65ym9tW^'j^fchft^/;j6|lB,^^^ " ive" 

has. ni^or^ influence than the personal 
"I." As far as the public are concerned, 
we cannot see that it matters inncli 
whether an article is signed or iiiiBignud. 
If an article is good a iiaini! at the end 
'if it will not make it better, and if it is 
bad the best name in thpi^nrorl^'can not 
iiial<o it good. The public ar^ conceniod 
with the quality of tho article, not with 
the man or woman who MToke it. 

The aiioiiyiiions Hystciii is hard on the 
littler claso of writers. On one of the 
great papers tlio leader writer's iiuliviil- 
iiality is coiiipletely lost, lie may go on 
for years writing the most lirilliiiiil ur- 
tides, articles that go far to make the 
reputation of the paper, and the public 
which he lia.s instrnoted and ilclightcd 
may be completely ignorant of hi.s ex- 
istence. That ho writes for the journal 
may be known to a few people, princi- 
pally journalists, but as far as the rest 
of • tlie world is qoncerned lie 
is unknown to fame. The news- 
paper has robbed liini of his 
rcpntatiiMi. In l-"rani.;i', wlieru news- 
paper articles iire all signed, the 
status of the journalist ia iiuich higher 
than in either Knglund or America 
where the anonymous system prevails. 
There an able writer soon attracts 
public attention, and he got8 all tlio 
credit for his work that he deserves — 
perhaps a good deal more. .lournaliHm 
in Erunco is mueli more frequently a 
stopping stone to political dislitiction 
than it is either in Groat Britain or 
Amerioii. 

One of tiio persons consulted by the 
Now Review -was Mr. Gladstone. He

"My opinions uro decidedly fayorablo 
to making known tho authorship of 
artioles. 1 • have myself only thrice in 
tho course of my life written with tho 
intention of socrooy. This was only for 
a time, and onlyJ>00«U8e the obtrusion 
of my personality 'woiil(l,at tho moment, 
as 1 thouglit, be ofliolous and unbecom- 
ing Liu'd liroughiitn was in favor of 
o.-ctciiding the rule to newspaperii.

Trie UNITED STATES TAKES PRIoi 
' IN FOUR-FOOTED STOCK. 



All the Anlmali ,lre B«qulred to .OoDroral 
with Certain ItesulHtInn* — A HorMj Gan^ 
erally LumU HU Veitrn, and Ia:Then Sold 
to the Illeliurt llldcler. 

Whenever, upon the occiislon of any 
public parade, tlio cavalry stationed at 

• the garri.son at Fort Myer fornjH part of 
the proces.sioii, llio niagniflcjcjnl appear- 
ance of tho horses excites the uuiyorsal 
admiration of tho epectatora. Thsir size, 
for they are above the ordinary build, 
suggests in itself the idea of strength, 
while tho uniformly shaped iiead and 
largo, prominent eyes tell of the iutelli- 

• geiice of the animal. 

It is said thai Frunce expends an- 
nually $300,000 in the improvement of 
her horses, with a view of obtaining 
hardy bred aiiimiiis, vi^liose endurance 
mokes Ihoiji psiiecially valuable for such 
Irregular B(!rvices na Is required of the 
Cossacks of JluBsia, the Uhlatis of Oer- 
mauy, and Qur, mounted infantry, 

THEY n\VE TO BE GOOD ONES. 

The United State.'! does not spend near- 
ly so much, but it aeuures a class of 
horaea higli iibove tho average, and l)y 
pvoper and humaiio treatment loses but 
a small percciitago of them. Moreover, 
the animal when it becomes the property 

i of • Unole 8am ' fares better tliah its fel- 
lows, and ordinarily its life is continued 
in the 8ervii;(? for soino years beyond 
that of tlio lior.ses of other armies. 
(Jongi-ess aniiually appropriates about 

• '■■$800,000 to be expended in the purchasef 
of horses. . This amount is divided pro 
rata among tho divisions of the army, 
those on tho Atlantic coast not requiring 
as large a sum as the cavalry on the 
frontier, where the lilo of the animal is 
not altogether one of lazj' contentment. 
In /Vrizona, especially, the equine mor- 
tality is greater than in any other sec-j 
tion, and more horses become disabled 
and unfit for fnrtlier service. The burn- 
ing sands iiiid iillcali deserts lead to blind- 
ness and diseases of the hoof, and tho 
animal has either to be shot or sold. 
The lack of |)ropcr pasturage and feed 
a}gq cuts an important figure in the life 
pf the'cayalry horse in the remote garri- 
sons of the west, for while his eastern 
brother ih feeding luxuriantly on a full 
allowance of oMis and corn twice a day 
and sleeping in a comforiablo stable, the 
western horse is making a scanty meal 
ow husks and sleeping in a ramshackle 
building that scema to have been e.spe' 
cially consti'ucted for a free circulation 
of air, 

There arc nearly 10,000 horses in use 
bjr the United States army. Of this 
number about 10 per cent, are sold an- 
nually because of their unfitness for fur- 
ther cavalry or artillery dutj', and about 
6 per cent, an- lust Ijy death. So, in or- 
der to mainliiiu llut stiiiidani, it is neoes- 
eary to purchase about 1.500 animals 
every.year. When the stock of a garri-i 
son needs roplonishing the quartermas- 
ter general dei).-irtni(>nt is notified. An 
advertiseiniMit inviting bids is inserted 
in the prominent papers and a contract 
entered into wiili the lowo.st bidder to 
4eliver tho horses at the desired point, 
if, after a suitable inspection by the sec- 
retary of. war, they meet the require- 
ments of the standard fi.^ed by the army 
regulations. 'I'lie regidations require 
that the horse sliall bo a gelding of uni- 
form and lianly color; from fifteen to 
seventeen bauds high; from 4 to 8 j-ears 
old, and wciglnng between 900 and 1,200 
poimds for a c.lvalry horse, and between 
1,050 and 1,300 for artillery horses. 
There are other requirements necessary, 
such aa the general build of tho animals 
and their health. Wlieiiover it becomes 
necessary to l urchaso the half breed 
horses of California or southern Texas 
the standard of tho height is reduced to 
fourteen and one- half bands. 

A C0MPI.I:TF, ItKCOliD KEIT. 

Most of the linrscs used in tho arniv 
are purchaseil in St. Ltaiis and Louisville, 
althougli the general rule of late has 
been to obtain the animals ia the neigh- 
borhood in which tliUy|^^|3e8ired for 
use, the idea being to obtain tlioroughly 
accliiuated animals. The average cost of 
a horse is a trilhi over 

As soon as tho purclia.se ia completed 
the horse is branded with the letters 
"U. S." on the left fore shoulder, and a 
coniplete descriptive list is made of him, 
which always accompanies him wherever 
he is transferred. The horses are ilis- 
tributed by the regimental commander, 
and the riilers or drivers are not allowed 
to exchange them or permit any one else 
to use them. 

With every troop of ca'valry a record 
of the aniuiids is kept, containing the 
description of every one received and 
transferred, Hliowing the kind, name, 
age,! size, color, marks, brands or other 
peculiarities, how and when acquired 
and disposed of, the name of its rider 
and driver,' and the use to which it is ap- 
|)lied. 

The forage ration for a horso Is four- 
teen pounds of hay and twelve pounds 
of oats, corn or barley, and in special 
coses of hard service or e.'cposine the 
grain ration is usually inorea.sed three 
pounds. In localities wli(>re good graz- 
ing is practicable foi- a considerable por- 
tion of the (lay, or during seasons when 
little labor is required of the animals, the 
ration is usually reiluced. 

The animals usually last about six 
years, and at I ho end of that time urn 
sold at auction, or before, if they are 
disabled so as to be unfit for service. 
When sold the olilcerputs another brand 
on the hor.se, making it impossible for 
the lior.se to bo sold to the government 
at sonio other jioiut. CoiKienmed ani- 
mals do not bring very much. They are 
worthless for carriage purposes, and are 
too much worn out to be fit for the more 
arduous work of sti'eet car hauling. 
They are usually sold to contractors, 
who employ them in hauling small loads. 
But the army horse does not last long 
after he drops out of tho service. Usu- 
ally ho does not amount to much when 
tho government has no furtlier use for 
hlH services, aii»l his career thereafter ia 
m short as it is uneventful.— Washing- 
ton Post.

Bk it Enaotbd, by tlie Mayor and Council

Section 1.— That V. K. Clark. C. O. Purkinn 
and J. V. Mclntyro.of PortTowiihend.W.T., 
and F. G. Richards, Jr., of Victoria, Prov-
